clear call to 
an 
offensive—the 
"final round"—which will con­ 
tinue 
without 
stop 
until 
the 
"knockout blow.” 
The 
always 
colorful 
Monty 
patently is signalling the "kill,” 
which can only mean that General 
Eisenhower is preparing to inten­ 
sify his attack. 
The "last round 
may be long and difficult’’ but 
"we have got our enemy where 
we want him.” 
Well, that’s the 
talk to give ’em, but the Marshal 
leaves it to us to figure out what 
sort of operation 
the 
Western 
Allies are going to undertake as 
their contribution to the coup de 
grace, and how long the Nazis 
may be expected 
to 
stand 
up 
under it. Those aren’t easy ques­ 
tions to answer, but let's have a 
go at them. 
Despite 
the 
foulest 
sort 
of 
weather, mud and floods. General 
Ike lias kept up his everlasting 
punch* s at the Siegfried defenses 
and has steadily 
improved 
his 
position. He appears to be maneu­ 
vering to force Nazi Field Marshal 
Van Rundstedt to accept battle on 
the open Cologne 
Plain 
where 
Allied tanks could be used. That 
was what the Allied chief was 
aiming 
at 
w h e n 
Rundstedt 
launched his offensive into Bel­ 
gium in December and upset our 
apple-cart. Now, as ever. Eisen­ 
hower's 
object 
is to annihilate 
Rundstedt’s 
fore* s. 
and 
then 
cross the Rhine into the Ruhr. 
Ultimately 
Rundstedt 
w i l l 
either accept the 
challenge 
to 
fight on the plain, or hr will try 
to withdraw across the Rhine. The 
latter would be desperately haz­ 
ardous. One of the most difficult 
military operations is to cross a 
Jjjreat river with an army in re­ 
treat. especially in these days of 
air-power. 
Now about that time element: 
Many things are contributing to 
the dissolution of Hitler’s Third 
Reich, which most 
certainly 
is 
speeding towards total collapse, 
but one of the chief factors that 
will determ .ne the iength of the 
war will be the weather. 
That’s 
the prime source of the mixed 
fortunes 
of 
war 
in 
Western 
Europe at this time of year. 
As this column has remarked 
previously, 
when 
things

reached such a state of chaos as 
now exists in Germany, the erd 
might come at any t.rm* 
Barring 
a break sn morale, Nazi endur­ 
ance will depend 
on 
military 
developments, and they in turn 
will 
depend 
heavily 
on 
the 
weather 
Bad weather has been 
holding up our offensive in the 
Rhineland. 
One of the greatest handicaps 
which the Aides suffer as tne 
result of bad weather is fhe ham­ 
stringing of the air services. The 
heavy bombers can do some work 
by instrument, but frequently the 
tactical fleets—the fighter-bomb- 
ers which depend 
on 
visibility

tile Allied fleets were able to get 
into action 
again

havoc throughout the Reich. 
In 
one period of 48 hours we had 
11,000 planes over Germany, and 
Red planes swarmed the Eastern 
Front. 
The results were catastrophic 
for the Hitlerites. 
Not only did 
wholesale cooperation with th® 
Red Armies greatly aid the Rus­ 
sian offensive, but the bombers 
raked centers like 
Berlin 
and 
Dresden, tore at H itler’s rapidly 
disappearing war industries, and 
poured destruction into his trans­ 
portation systems. 
It need hardly be added that 
bombardment of cities is a fierce 
strain on civilian morale. 
How­ 
ever, let s say the Germans can 
"take it.” The fact remains Hitler

One of the 
boys "just off the boat" killed 
him.

Zed Jenkins of DeWitt. Mo., were 
covering each other. 
Hodge aim­ 
ed at a machine-gunner who was 
rising up to take a shot 
at him. 
He pulled the trigger and heard 
an empty click. He saw the Ger­ 
man gunner start to squeeze his 
trigger and then topple over dead. 
Jenkins had dropped him with one 
shot. 
So it went—yard by yard—un­ 
til the long, deadly walk was over. 
Machine-guns were silent at last 
and there were 55 dead Germans 
m the snow. 
The rest had fled. 
Company B then tended to its 
casualties. 
There were only five.

attention on your 
part. You sep, 
that is where a sort of selfishness 
comes into the lives of so many 
of us. I say "you see," when as a 
matter of fact the vast majority 
of us do not see this thing at all. 
We expect 
war to bring 
mass 
murders on battlefields and while 
the whole thing is abhorrent to us 
as human beings, we have a de­ 
tached 
rather than 
an objective 
feeling 
about 
an 
individual's 
death. 
All th rn has to do with an item 
I read recently in which the only 
son of 
a widowed mother, 
had 
been reported "missing in action.” 
The address given was a small 
Indiana town. I do not know why 
the whole picture suddenly flam­ 
ed in my conscience; except that 
during 
last 
summer 
I passed 
through that town and picked up 
a woman well along in years who 
was trudging along the highway 
into the town itself to do some 
marketing. 
The 
conversation 
drifted to her family. 
Her only 
son. she said, and tears came to 
her eyes, was overseas, and she 
couldn't sleep for wondering about 
his welfare. 
She had hoped 
he 
would come back, work some and 
earn some money to put himself 
into college. It was a maternal am­ 
bition and a worthy one. 
When 
I saw 
that newspaper 
story the thought came to me that 
this young man might have been 
her son. Oh’ yes, he died a hero, 
the 
records showed; 
leading 
a 
small group to where a nest of 
the enemy was holding up mili­ 
tary operations. The gun nest was 
silenced but this young corporal 
was dead, 
somewhere out in 
France where he neither desired 
to be, nor in his younger manhood 
had expected to be. 
I can see that old mother (if 
this was the son she spoke about) 
still painfully walking along that 
Indiana road. If it were her boy 
who had died a hero her heart, 
along with 
thousands 
of other 
mothers we never have heard of, 
must be broken. War, I am sure, 
has no 
fit 
compensations.

peace alone we can all be happy

IN SOME men who engage in 
hard type» of work, or in athletic«, 
the nhoulder may Income dislo­ 
cated.

In certain instances 
of this sort, the patient may learn 
to put the shoulder back in plure 
by wigvrling the arm. W hen the 
shoulder is examined it usually 
appears to be normal. There is no 
swelling nor wasting of the mus­ 
cles and no tenderness or limita­ 
tion of movement.
